WASHINGTON,  D.  C,  (RNS) 
— By  a  new  ruling  of  tfie  U.  S. 
Internal  Revenue  Service, 
volunteer  church  or  charity 
workers  who  incur  travel  ex¬ 
pense  in  connection  with  the 
volunteer  work  may  count  it  as 
a  “contribution”  and  deduct  it  i 
for  income  tax  purposes. 

The  ruling  states  that  “un¬ 
reimbursed  expenses  directly 
connected  with  and  solely  at¬ 
tributable 


to  such  voluntary 
services  by  the  taxpayer  to  the 
church  ,  ,  ,  shall  constitute  a 
contribution  within  meaning  of 
Section  170  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1954.” 

Among  those  who  will  bene¬ 
fit  are  persons  who  do  church 
calling  and  those  who  sew  or 
do  other  work  for  the  Red 
Cross. 

Taxpayers  may  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  the  provision,  how¬ 
ever,  only  if  the  work  is  done 
regularly  and  is  without  com¬ 
pensation  of  any  kind. 

Travel  to  and  from  church 
for  the  purpose  of  attending 
services  is  considered  a  per¬ 
sonal  expense  and  is  not  de¬ 
ductible. 

The  Service  has  also  ruled 
that  a  layman  who  is  named 
a  delegate  to  a  church  conven¬ 
tion  and  is  not  reimbursed  for 
his  travel  expense  in  attending 
it  may  deduct  this  on  his  in¬ 
come  tax  return  as  a  charitable 
contribution.

As  a  member 
of  that  church,  he  thinks  he  will 
be  able  to  do  Christian  work 
among  the  Indonesians  at  the 
same  time  he  is  teaching  at  the 
University. 

While  in  Macon,  Meeks  has 
been  an  active  member  of  Tatt¬ 
nall  Square  Baptist  Church.  He 
is  a  deacon,  teaches  in  the 
young  people’s  department  in 
Sunday  school,  and  sponsors  a 
Baptist  Training  Union. 


MACCN,  Ga.  —  (BP)— A  chem¬ 
ist  who  has  long  wanted  to  be 
a  Christian  missionary  is  finally 
beginning  to  realize  his  ambi¬ 
tions. 

The  family  of  B.  S.  Meeks  Jr., 
associate  professor  of  chemis¬ 
try  at  Mercer  University  here, 
is  preparing  for  a  two-year  stay 
in  Indonesia. 

While  serving  in  Indonesia  as 
a  research  chemist  for  an  Amer¬ 
ican  rubber  company  in  1951 
and  1952,  Meeks  was  impress¬ 
ed  by  the  spiritual  and  intellec¬ 
tual  needs  of  the  Indonesians. 

He  applied  to  serve  as  a  mis¬ 
sionary  in  Indonesia,  but  there 
were  no  openings  for  a  chemist 
in  the  Baptist  mission  program 
in  Indonesia. 

Meeks  said  that  he  had  be¬ 
gun  to  consider  an  appointment 
to  another  mission  field  when 
the  opening  came  as  professor 
of  chemistry  at  the  University 
of  Indonesia:  In  this  capacity, 
he  will  not  be  employed  as  a 
missionary,  but  he  can  serve  as 
a  Christian  educator. 


,  HASHVILLE  (BP)  —  Walter 
Pope  Binns,  prominent  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  educator,  told  fel¬ 
low  Baptist  college  officials 
here  that  a  bill  is  pending  in 
the  United  States  Senate  to 
grant  and  loan  millions  of  dol¬ 
lars  of  federal  tax  funds  to  in¬ 
stitutions  of  higher  education. 

Binns,  president '  of  William 
Jewell  College,  Liberty,  Mo., 
and  chairman  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Public  Affairs  Commit¬ 
tee,  discussed  the  implications 
of  federal  aid  to  education. 

He  said,  however,  “I  do  not 
carry  a  torch  on  the  subject.” 
Binns  emphasized  that  he  was 
bringing  out  certain  facts  and 
issues,  rather  than  giving  his 
opinion  on  them. 

He  said  the  Senate  bill,  sup¬ 
ported  by  a  large  group  of  Sen¬ 
ators  and  backed  by  the  Admin¬ 
istration,  is  “in  the  nature  of  an 
emergency  measure.” 

While  acknowledging  t^a  the 
primary  responsibility  for%du- 
oation  lies  with  states  and  other 
local  groups,  the  Senate  bill 
says  federal  aid  is  essentia]  on 
an  emergency  basis  to  bolster 
education  in  subjects  related  to 
national  defense. 

These  subjects  Include  chem¬ 
istry,  physics,  engineering, 
mathematics,  and  modern  for¬ 
eign  languages. 

Provide  Huge  Fund* 

Binns  said  features  of  the  bill, 
if  passed,  would  provide  hun¬ 
dreds  of  millions  of  dollars  as 
grants  to  Improve  science-teach¬ 
ing  facilities  and  train  teachers  | 
for  science,  mathematics,  and 
languag es.  It  would  also  provide 
many  millions  for  national  de¬ 


fense  scholarships,  student 
loans,  and  work-study  programs. 

He  said  Baptist  colleges  would 
not  violate  separation  of  church 
and  state  by  registering  a  stu¬ 
dent  who  had  received  a  federal 
scholarship.  He.said  that  he  is 
opposed  to  Baptist  colleges  ac¬ 
cepting  “a  building  as  a  gift 
from  the  government” 

"There  are  difference  of  op¬ 
inion  among  Baptist  educators 
about  accepting  federal  grants 
for  certain  perishable  equip¬ 
ment  (such  as  laboratory  uten¬ 
sils),”  Binns  continued. 

He  added  that  Baptist  col¬ 
leges  should  not  forget  their  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  liberal  arts 
courses  during  an  emphasis  on 
science  education,  "I*ibgral  arts 
education  is  not  gfflng  out,” 
Binns  stated.  "It  is  more  impor¬ 
tant  than  it  ever  was  before.* 

"We  must  be  Interested  in 
speeding  up  programs  in  natural 
sciences  and  modern  foreign 
languages,  but  in  the  battle  for 
the  minds  of  men,  we  must  not 
abandon  liberal  arts,”  Binns  de¬ 
clared.

Kittiwake  Assembly  In  3rd  Summer  Operation 

Assembly  Carries 
Full  Program 


Camp  Kittiwake,  a  private 
Christian  camp  on  the°  Missis¬ 
sippi  Gulf  Coast  at  Pass 
Christian,  became  Kittiwake 
Baptist  Assembly  in  October  of 
1955  as  a  result  of  the  exercis¬ 
ing  of  an  option  taken  on  the 
property  in  May  of  the  same 
year. 

Feeling  the  need  of  an  as¬ 
sembly  program  for  m  a  n  y 
years,  the  State  Convention  in' 
1952  voted  to  explore  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  a  state  assembly  and 
passed  the  matter  on  to  the 
State  Convention  Board  for 
action. 

After  three  years  of  study 
and  preparation  on  the  pari  of 
the  Board  the  action  finally 
came  in  May  of  1955  when  a 
special  meeting  of  the  full  Con¬ 
vention  Board  was  held  on  the 
Gulf  Coast  for  the  purpose  of 
viewing  the  proposed  site  and 
considering  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  its  assembly  committee 
to  purchase  the  property. 

The  historic  Board*~meeting 
that  day  began  with  a  luncheon 
meeting  at  the  First  Church, 
Gulfport.  Following  the  lunch¬ 
eon  the*  members  went  to  the 
site  of  the  property 

OpUon  Taken 

The  Board  voted  to  take  an 
option  on  the  property,  which 
was  exercised  in  October  of 
that  same  year,  thereby  trans- 
fering  the  facility  officially  to 
Mississippi  Baptists. 

The  camp  was  owned  by  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  E.  O.  Hunt  and  had 
been  operated  for  several  years 
as  a  private  Christian  camp. 

Although  full  possession  of 
the  assembly  is  vested  in  the 
State  Convention  Board,  three 
south  Mississippi  associations — 
Gulf  Coast,  Jackson  and  Pearl 
River  —  have  made  supple¬ 
mentary  allocations  toward  the 
purchase. 

At  the  time  of  the  acquisition 


use  Camp  Garaywa  to  the 
fullest  extent  for  its  own*  camp¬ 
ing  and  assembly  program. 

Committee  Administers 

The  assembly  is  administer-* 
ed  by  the  Convention  Board 
through  its  assembly  commit¬ 
tee,  which  in  turn  has  named 
W.  R.  Roberts,  state  Brother¬ 
hood  secretary,  as  manager. 

Although  one  /or  two  brief 
meetings  were  held  there  late 
in  1953,  the  first  full  summer 
program  was  held  in  1955 

Veteran  ^  observers  declared 
the  facility  was  purchased  for 
a  most  reasonable  sum.  The 
previous  owners,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Hunt,  turned  down  a  higher  bid 
than  the  Board  paid  because 
they  wanted  the  property  to  be 
continued  in  use  as  a  Christian 
assembly. 

The  property  at  Kittiwake 
has  been  extensively  improved 
and  enlarged  since  its  purchase 
in  1955. 

Facility  Enlarged 

At  the  time  of  its  purchase 
there  was  a  front  footage  on 
the  Gulf  Coast  of  325  feet.  Since 
then  an  additional  350  feet  have 
been  annexed,  for  a  total  now 
of  675. 

The  10  cabins  hpve  been  re¬ 
novated  and  re-furnished.  Two 
air-conditioned  motel-type  hous¬ 
ing  units  have  been  built  and 
equipped. 

The  auditorium,  dining  room 
and  kitchen  have  all  been  re¬ 
novated  and  equipped  with 
more  modern  fixtures. 

The  Sunday  School  Board 
has  installed  and  maintains  a 
Bookstore  during  the  assembly 
season. 

A  better  water  supply  has 
been  obtained  and  several  class¬ 
rooms  have  been -constructed.

The  Southeast  Baptist

by  Rev.  W.  A.  Roper  of  Biloxi. 
(This  church  was  organized 
apparently  in  1901,  and  name 
changed  to  Second  Church  in 
1910.  and  changed  again  in 
1924  to  East  End.) 

40  Years  Ago

traveler.  They  rush  out  and 
greet  him  warmly.  He  is  the 
Baptist  circuit  preacher. 

To  take  the  gospel  to  the  set¬ 
tlers  on  the  frontier  west  of  the 
Alleghenies,  these  courageous 
missionaries  suffer  hardships 
which  city  dwellers  cannot  im¬ 
agine.  Traveling  on  horseback 
or  afoot,  the  circuit  preacher 
follows  trails  blazed  by  Indians 
or  scouts  and  often  is  wet  for 
days  from  rain  and  lording 
swollen  streams. 

As  he  pushes  into  the  wilder¬ 
ness,  not  knowing  where  he  will 
find  his  next  meal,  the  Baptist 
missionary  shares  all  the  hard¬ 
ships  of  the  frontier .  people. 
Usually  he  is  welcomed  into 
their  crude  shelters,  but  they 
have  little  to  offer  him  in  the 
way  -of  food  and  comforts. 

Frequently  the  preacher  lies 
down  in  the  wilderness  where- 
ever  night  finds  him,  his  body 
aching  with  rheumatism  or 
burning  fever.  Only  his  indom¬ 
itable  courage  and  compassion 
for  the  souls  of  the  frontiers¬ 
men  drives  him  on. 

"No  Boundary  on  the  West” 

These  Baptist  preachers  boast 
that  their  circuit  takes  in  “one 
half  of  creation,  for  it  has  no 
boundary  on  the  west."  In  their 
saddlebag  is  a  Bible  and  a 
hymnhook,  all  that  is  needed  to 
begin  a  servicev^Thejr  meeting¬ 
house  is  "Gods  own  temple,"

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  adopted  a  proposal 
made  by  President  Brooks  Hays.  He  proposed  that  a 
committee  be  set  up  by  the  Convention,  to  report  within 
a  year,  on  what  Southern  Baptist  can  do  to  promote  peace 
-and  good  will  in  the  world. 

We  applaud  the  motive  behind  this  move  but  we  also 
see  something  in  it  which  alarms  us.  Is  bigness  tempting 
us  to  throw  our  weight  around  to  seek  the  establishing  of 
peace  in  society  through  corporate  action  instead  of  |w>r- 
meating  society  with  individuals  who  radiate  peace  through 
their  own  redeemed  lives? 

God  nowhere  instructs  us  to  redeem  society,  as  such, 
through  the  corporate  action  of  the  church,  but  through 
the  redemption  of  individuals.  We  trust  this  committee 
will  not  bring  back  recommendations  which  will  seek  to 
involve  our  Convention  in  entanglements  with  a  lost  world 
The  Kingdom  of  God  is  to  act  on  society  like  leaven  in 
bread,  not  as  an  agency*  to  reform  society.  Baptists,  if  they 
remain  true  to  God’s  Word,  must  be  constantly  aware  of 
the  fact  that  their  aim  is  always  one  of  peace  toward  all 
men,  but  they  are  not  to  seek  the  establishment  of  that 
peace  through  the  organizing  of  lost  men.  but  through  re¬ 
deemed  individuals  who  compose  society.  Peace  is  well 
defined  in  the  Bible  as  a  quality  of  personality,  not  of  so¬ 
ciety  except  as  it  is  composed  of  Christians.  Christ  left  his 
peace  with  his  disciples,  not  the  lost  world. 

The  trend  of  the  Christian  Life  Commission  also  alarms 
us.  It  should  be  a  voice  and  not  a  force.  We  should  not  be 
led  into  social  actions,  seeking  .to  eliminate  social  prob¬ 
lems  through  the  force  of  our  corporate  size,  but  ours 
should  remain  a  permeating  process  on  societv  Ours 
should  be  an  influence  rather  than  a  force.  Baptists  have 
persistently  refused  to  make  the  Social  Gospel  their  major 
task  and  we  should  remain  by  that  position 

The  church  should  not  be  led  to  impossible  tasks,  like 
expending  its  energies  in  trying  to  remove  all  tribulations 
from  the  world.  It  should  remain  by  its  primary  objective., 
which  is  the  removal  of  sin  from  the  individual  through 
the  new  birth  or  individual  regeneration.  It  is  impossible 
t°  regenerate  society  except  through  individuals. 

The  Kingdom  of  God  comes  without  observance  and 
not  by  acts  of  men  which  can  be  seen.  Many  want  to  re¬ 
move  the  results  of  evil  before  sin  is  removed  from  the  in¬ 
dividual  heart.  In  this  world  we  will  have  tribulations, 
but  peace  and  fellowship  Comes  through  Christ  and  not 
through  a  lost  world.  We  are  to  seek  and  win  the  latter.

Pastors,  laymen,  and  those  in¬ 
terested  in  stewardship  promo¬ 
tion  are  suggesting  this  year 
that  churches  consider  increas¬ 
ing  the  per  cent  of  their  total 
offerings  to  the  Cooperative 
Program  by  at  least  two  per 
cent  in  1958. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  on 
the  present  level  of  giving  if  the 
churches  should  increase  the 
amount  going  to  the  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  lust  two  per  cent, 
the  total  would  jump  from  $68,- 
240,000  to  $74,880,000  by  1959. 

Increased  Support 

When  you  consider  what  this 
will  mean  in  terms  of  increased 
missionaries.  In  terms  of  increas¬ 
ed  support  for  Christian  educa¬ 
tion,  both  on  the  college  and 
seminary  level,  and  what  it  will 
mean  to  the  spirit  of  the  church 
having  a  larger  share  in  the 
missionary  task  .then  you  will 
know  that  there  is  more  invol¬ 
ved  than  just  an  increase  in  the 
amount*  of  money  available  for 
the  causes  represented  in  Co¬ 
operative  Program  giving. 

It '  must  be  recognized  that 
there  are  urgent  local  needs  in 
many  churches.  Many,  many 
pastors  are  underpaid,  and  un¬ 
less  they  received  an  increase, 
they  will  actually  have  less 
money  available,  since  there  has 
been  a  containing  increase  in 
the  cost  of  living  during  the 
past  year.  This  applies  to  other 
staff  members  aqd  also  to  oper¬ 
ating  expenses  in  the  individual

The  encouraging  response  to 
the  Forward  Program  of  Church 
Finance  has  been  one  of  the 
factors  contributing  to  the  in¬ 
crease  in  Cooperative  Program 
receipts,  even  in  the  face  of 
some  economic  *  adjustment. 

This  increase  is  encouraging 
to  missionaries  at  home  and  a- 
broad,  and  it  reflects  a  concern 
on  the  part  of  pastors  and 
church  members  which  is  most 
heartening. 

In  some  states  it  is  encourag¬ 
ing  to  note  that  the  per  cent  re¬ 
ported  by  the  churches  out  of

Fireman  Is 
Memorialized  By 
Call  To  Worship 

WASHINGTON,  N.  C.  (RNS) 
— Every  Sunday  at  10:45  a.  m. 
for  the  last  28  years  the  fire 
whistle  has  sounded  here  to 
remind  the  people  of  this 
town  that  it’s  time  to  go  to 
11  o'clock  church  services. 

Three  familiar  toots  on  the 
whistle  have  been  sounded 
for  nearly  1,500  Sundays.  Nev¬ 
er  once  in  the  28  years  have 
firemen  failed  to  operate  their 
church-time  signal. 

Each  call  to  worship  is  also 
a  memorial  to  one  of  the 
town’s  firemen,  Henry  Law¬ 
rence  Jackson,  who  for  25 
years,  until  his  death  at  the 
age  of  46  in  1930,  used  a  fire 
vehicle  to  transport  town 
youngsters  to  church. 

For  16  years  he  hitched  up 
the  horse  to  the  fire  wagon 
and  made  his  rounds  about 
town  picking  up  boys  to  ride 
to  church.  He  would  drive  by 
each  church  to  let  his  pas¬ 
sengers  off. 

In  1922  the  town  bought  its 
first  motor  fire  wagon,  and 
for  the  next  eight  years  “Lon¬ 
nie.”  as  Jackson  was  known, 
drove  40  boys  to  their  chosen 
churches  every  Sunday. 

Immediately  after  Jack¬ 
son's  death,  fellow  volunteer 
firemen  voted  that  each  Sun¬ 
day  thereafter,  ‘’forever."  the 
fire  whistle  would  be  sounded 
to  remind  everyone  to  go  to 
worship.
